Since this is for HF use, noise figure isn't terribly 
important by itself.

I was looking at heptodes like the 6GU5 or 6FS5 or just a 
remote or semi-remote cutoff tetrode that had really good 
strong signal handling characteristics and a modest noise 
figure. I'd like to AGC the thing to make life easy on the 
mixer.
